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Responding  to  the  challenge  of  assuring  women  quality, 
affordable  education,  the  Houston-based  Brown  Foundation  last 
December  donated  $1,000,000  to  Pine  Manor  College's  Fund 
for  Affordable  Education.  Dr.  Maconda  Brown  O'Connor  '50, 


President  of  the  Foundation,  described  the  donation  as  an 
investment  that  will  help  PMC  maintain  its  lower  tuition 
while  continuing  to  address  the  most  vital  issues  in  women's 
education.

Excerpts  from  President  Nemerowicz’s  Convocation  Address , September  8,  1999 


We  come  together  in  numbers  larger 

than  we  have  been  in  some  time.  We 
are  a community  of  over  500  people 
who  live,  work  and  learn  on  this  beautiful  cam- 
pus. This  year  we  welcomed  123  new  students  to 
our  community.  They  come  from  19  states  and 
14  countries.  They  add  to  the  wonderful  diversity 
already  on  campus,  and  they  and  you  and  the 
work  we  all  do  are  responsible  for  our  continuing 
recognition  in  U.S.  News  &.  World  Report  as 
being  among  the  top  10  liberal  arts  colleges  in 
the  North  that  excel  at  promoting  diversity.  You 
should  be  very  proud  of  that. 

This  year,  sophomores  will  produce  their  ini- 
tial portfolios,  and  we  all  look  forward  to  cele- 
brating that  accomplishment  and  the  accom- 
plishments of  all  students  on  Achievement  Day 
in  April.

We  understand  good  learning  derives  from 
human  relationships  that  are  characterized  by 
trust,  respect,  equality,  reflection  and  empathy. 
These  skills  and  predispositions  are  not  easy  to 
come  by  in  a world  characterized  by  hierarchy, 
violence  and  competition.  They  are  best  refined 
through  a liberal  arts  education,  through  consul- 
tation with  people  and  cultures  and  ideas, 
through  experimentation  and  systems  explo- 
ration, and  through  the  freedom  to  take  risks. 
These  are  the  same  principles,  of  course,  that 
characterize  good  leadership,  which  is  nothing 
more  than  the  convocation  of  people  to  define 
and  solve  their  own  problems.

Program 

"Transition  to  a New  Community " 


The  Four- Year  Leadership 
Program  (4YL)  kicked  off 
last  fall  with  a student  retreat 
at  the  Lake  Ossipee  Conference 
Center  in  Freedom,  N.H.  As 
part  of  the  Program's  first-year 
theme,  "Transition  to  a New 
Community,"  17  first-year  stu- 
dents and  ILSR  Director  of 
Programming  Jennifer  Morrison 
trekked  up  to  New  Hampshire 
to  work  collaboratively,  identi- 
fying issues,  setting  goals  and 
creating  action  plans. 

"Their  enthusiasm,  spirit, 
and  commitment  are  infec- 
tious," reports  an  energized 
Morrison.  "Students  who 
attended  the  retreat  really 
bonded  with  Pine  Manor  as 
their  school  and  are  eager  to 


make  their  mark  as  part  of  the 
PMC  community." 

During  the  first  year  of  the 
4YL  Program,  students  tackle 
projects  that  include  communi- 
ty outreach,  class  unity,  explor- 
ing the  city  of  Boston  and  con- 
necting with  other  college  stu- 
dents.

"Made-lt"  Grant  Supports 
Mother-Daughter 
Entrepreneurs 

Where  else  would  you  find  13-year-old  girls 
teaming  up  with  their  mothers  to  market 
products  they  invented?  Where  else,  but  at 
Pine  Manor  College! 

Last  October,  PMC  hosted  a business  plan 
forum  for  four  mother-daughter  entrepreneuri- 
al teams,  who  presented  their  business  plans  to 
a panel  of  experts  and  the  public.  The  teams 
received  constructive  feedback  from  the 
panel,  as  well  as  general  audience  input. 

Sponsored  by  the  Kauffman  Center  for 
Entrepreneurial  Leadership  through  its 
"Made-lt"  grant  awarded  to  PMC  last 
spring,  the  College  will  support  four  mother- 
daughter  teams  for  the  next  two  years.  Last 
May,  the  teams  were  flown  to  the  Kauffman 
Center  in  Kansas  City  for  orientation;  a month  later, 
they  returned  for  a one-week  residential  program  with 
other  mother-daughter  teams  from  across  the  country. 

The  boards  of  directors  of  the  entrepreneurship  programs  at 
PMC  and  New  England  Women  Business  Owners  (NEWBO) 
have  generously  offered  to  mentor  the  teams  as  they  build 
their  businesses. 


PMC  Supports  Community 
Entrepreneurs  Program  for 
Second  Year 

In  September,  Pine  Manor  College  supported 
the  Center  for  Women  and  Enterprise  (CWE) 
in  launching  its  Community  Entrepreneurs 
Program  (CEP).  The  18-month-long  program 
| focuses  on  creating  women-owned  businesses 

Hi  in  low-income  communities  in  the  Boston  area. 

President  Gloria  Nemerowicz  was  a guest 
speaker,  and  PMC  Director  of  Entrepreneurial 
Studies  Patricia  Forde  served  as  liaison  between 
PMC  and  the  Center  for  Women  and 
Enterprise.  This  was  the  second  CEP  event 
for  which  the  College  donated  facilities. 
BankBoston  Charitable  Trusts  committed 
$225,000  to  start  the  Community 
Entrepreneurs  Program. 

According  to  the  CWE,  98  percent  of  the  pro- 
gram participants  are  from  Boston's  inner  city 
neighborhoods,  and  71  percent  are  previous  or  cur- 
rent recipients  of  public  assistance.  Approximately, 
95  percent  of  the  welfare  recipients  in  Massachusetts 
women,  and  almost  half  of  them  live  in  public  housing. 


Winter  2000 
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PMC  Reaches  Out  to  Immigrant 
Women  with  New  Language  Program

Last  summer,  Pine  Manor  College  launched  a new  community 
outreach  program,  English  as  a Second/Other  Language  (ESOL), 
a class  that  serves  immigrant  women  in  the  Boston  area.  The  pro- 
gram is  free  of  charge  and  draws  upon  Pine  Manor  students  as 
tutors  and  conversation  partners.  While  the  program  supports  the 
College's  mission  of  inclusive  leadership  and  social  responsibility, 
it  also  teaches  PMC  students  firsthand  about 
the  causes,  problems  and  effects  of  the  immi- 
grant experience. 

Many  PMC  students  work  with  the  ESOL 
women  as  part  of  "The  Immigrant 
Experience,"  a course  taught  by  Professor  of 
History  Rosario  Tosiello.  It  allows  for  a prac- 
tical exchange  between 
Pine  Manor  and  ESOL 
students.  "The  classes 
are  tailored  to  fit  the 
immigrant  profile  and 
the  special  activities  of 
the  students.  It  is  meant  to  incorporate  com- 
munity service  into  a regular  academic  course 
and  serves  as  a model  for  other  courses  in  the 
curriculum,"  explains  Tosiello. 

"This  is  an  opportunity  for  Pine  Manor 
students  to  participate  in  a community  ser- 
vice project  that  directly  helps  others,"  ESOL 
Program  Coordinator  Mark  Anderson  adds.  "It  also  gives  ESOL 
students  a chance  to  receive  personal  attention  and  enjoy  sharing 
information  about  their  homelands  and  experiences  with  genuine- 
ly interested  people."  The  ESOL  curriculum  focuses  on  the  needs 
of  immigrant  women,  who  work  to  develop  English  language  com- 
petence for  critical  life  skills  for  issues  such  as  health  care,  family 
finance  and  schooling." 

"PMC  students  find  interacting  with  immigrants  a great  experi- 
ence," Professor  Tosiello  explains.  "They've  learned  a lot,  tasted 
different  foods,  screened  a film  on  the  immigrant  experience,  and 
fulfilled  part  of  their  portfolios.  They  are  getting  a lot  of  mileage 
out  of  what  they  have  done."

Since  all  Pine  Manor  stu- 
dents must  create  and  pre- 
sent a portfolio  as  a graduation 
requirement,  presentation  real- 
ly is  everything.  On  Friday, 
October  22,  students  gathered 
to  hear  several  faculty  mem- 
bers review  the  technological 
resources  available  on  campus, 
using  portfolios  completed  by 
PMC  students  as  practical 
examples. 

Visual  Arts  Department 
Chair  Wendy  Bedenbaugh  pre- 
sented digital  portfolios  from 
her  students'  senior  thesis  pro- 
jects and  six-credit  senior 
internships.  Other  relevant  VA 
courses  include  "Introduction 
to  Computer  Graphics"  and 
"Computer  Graphics  II,"  in 
which  students  learn  Adobe 
Acrobat,  Adobe  Photoshop, 
QuarkXpress  and  Macromedia 


Dreamweaver.  Proficiency  in 
these  programs  allows  students 
to  create  professional-looking 
designs  and  digital  portfolios. 
"For  visual  arts  majors,  this  is 
essential  in  presenting  work 
and  achievements,"  explains 
Prof.  Bedenbaugh. 
"Presentation  affects  the 
response  to  your  work." 

Professor  of  Mathematics 
and  Computers  Joan  Weinstein 
offers  "Introduction  to 
Computers,"  which  provides 
hands-on  labs  in  Microsoft 
Windows  '98  and  in  Netscape. 
She  also  teaches  "Designing 
Effective  Web  Pages"  and 
"Introduction  to  Microsoft 
PowerPoint,"  which  help  stu- 
dents create  effective  and  pro- 
fessional presentations.  In  both 
courses,  students'  final  projects 
are  portfolio  presentations. 


New  to  the  PMC  campus  is 
Assistant  Professor  of  Commu- 
nications Marilyn  Pennell, 
who  discussed  using  video 
in  portfolio  presentations. 

She  showed  a video  clip  on 
Japanese  culture  co-produced 
by  a television  production  class 
and  an  anthropology  class  to 
demonstrate  how  two  different 
disciplines  can  collaborate. 


Physics  Is  Phun 

at  Pine  Manor  College!

In  the  Dane  Science 
Building,  students 
gather  to  learn 
physics  from 
Dr.  Harold 
Riggs,  a new 
adjunct  faculty 
member  at  the 
College.  In  his  lectures 
and  labs,  Dr.  Riggs  teaches  the 
fundamentals  of  Physics  with 
both  enthusiasm  and  a strong 
emphasis  on  interactive  learn- 
ing. Based  on  student  requests, 
especially  from  Biology  majors, 
as  well  as  faculty  and  adminis- 
trative support,  Physics  I and  II 
were  added  to  the  curriculum 
last  fall.  The  science  faculty 
were  determined  that  a "real- 
world"  dimension  would  be 


added  to  a course  tradi- 
tionally taught  with  the 
same  labs  and  math  formu- 
lae used  years  ago.  In  response, 
Dr.  Riggs  has  brought  to  these 
new  courses  both  a sense  of 
humor  and  a need  to  have  stu- 
dents understand  where  and 
how  physics  is  applicable  to 
their  lives. 

The  physics  course  and  labo- 
ratory were  funded  in  part  by 
income  from  two  of  the 
College's  endowed  funds,  the 
Ellison  Fund  and  the  H. 

Thomas  Ballantine,  Jr.,  M.D., 
Fund.  Physics  is  alive  and  excit- 
ing and  sometimes  unexpected 
at  Pine  Manor  College.

development  standpoint,  it  was 
a great  way  for  them  to 
their  money  does." 

According  to  UNICEF  statis- 
tics, "More  than  110  million 
active  land  mines  are  buried 
throughout  the  world;  annually 
8,000  to  10,000  children  are 
killed  or  mutilated  by  land 
mines." 

Upon  arrival  in  Mozambique, 
Tracey's  group  was  greeted  by 
UNICEF  field  workers,  who  led 
them  to  several  sites  throughout 
the  country.  Among  their  stops 
were  areas  severely  impacted  by 
land  mines.  "The  land  mines 
are  everywhere  as  a result  of  a 
20-year  civil  war.  You  can't 
even  go  out  for  a simple  walk." 
The  group  also  toured 


^ hen  Kiniberlea  Tracey 
yr  0 |'91  was  a student  at 
Pine  Manor  College 
— anxiously  studying  for  final 
exams,  eating  lunch  with 
friends  in  the  Refectory — she 
never  dreamed  she  would  one 
day  be  trudging  through 
Mozambique  leading  a tour 
group.  She  is  not  a travel  agent 
or  a tour  guide.  Tracey  is 
a Senior  Major  Gifts  Officer  for 
the  U.S.  Committee  for 
UNICEF,  the  only  United 
Nations  organization  dedicated 
solely  to  children. 

For  more  than  three  years, 
Tracey  has  led  major  fund-rais- 
ing efforts  for  the  New  England 


office  of  UNICEF.  She  recently 
was  promoted  to  the  national 
staff  and  will  commute  between 
Boston  and  the  New  York  head- 
quarters. Working  for  a major, 
international  nonprofit,  she  has 
been  to  more  than  her  fair  share 
of  black  tie  events  and  has  min- 
gled with  celebrities,  but  the 
highlight,  Tracey  says,  was  the 
donor  field  visit  to  Mozambique 
last  June.  "It  was  like  going 
back  in  time.  Many  people  there 
live  in  grass  houses." 

As  part  of  UNICEF's  recent 
land  mine  awareness  campaign, 
Tracey  accompanied  nine 
donors  to  one  of  the  world's 
poorest  countries.  "From  a

Mozambique's  hospitals,  which 
are  few  and  far  between.  "The 
country  is  larger  than 
California,  and  they  only  have 
four  hospitals,"  she  says. 

To  target  larger  donor  groups, 
Tracey  plans  more  traditional 
fund-raising  events.  Last  June, 
before  her  Mozambique  trip, 
Tracey  organized  and  managed  a 
Boston  event  to  honor  Queen 
Noor  of  Jordan  for  her  land  mine 
awareness  work.  The  event, 
which  raised  $150,000,  included 
a press  conference 
attended  by  50  jour- 
nalists and  a cock- 
tail reception  at  the 
Four  Seasons  Hotel. 
It  also  featured 
Queen  Noor  walk- 
ing through  Boston's 
Public  Garden  with 
crowds  of  children 
wearing  UNICEF 
T-shirts — a perfect 
photo  opportunity 
seized  by  numerous 
media. 


Tracey  has  been  working  in 
the  development  field  since  she 
graduated  from  PMC  almost  a 
decade  ago.  She  previously 
worked  for  the  United  Way  and 
the  Carroll  School  in  Lincoln, 
Mass.,  a private  day  school  spe- 
cializing in  dyslexia.  She  is  also 
an  active  volunteer  for  Boston's 
Trinity  Church  and  the  Vincent 
Memorial  Hospital,  the 
women's  unit  of  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital. 

Tracey  is  committed  to  criti- 
cal social  causes,  whether  as 
part  of  her  career  or  on  the  side. 
"It's  part  of  our  duty  to  do  what 
we  can  do.  I'm  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  do  this  work." 

Tracey  says  she  will  always 
be  involved  in  socially  respon- 
sible work.  "It  makes  a big  dif- 
ference if  you  can  get  up  in  the 
morning  and  be  happy  and 
excited  to  go  to  work.  To  think 
a kid  will  have  water  because 
of  what  I do  that  day  makes  a 
real  difference."

Instead  of  a semester  abroad, 
Caty,  an  American  Studies 
major,  attended  the  American 
University  (AU)  in  Washington, 
DC,  last  spring.  "I  picked 
American  because  I'm  ponder- 
ing law  school,  and  AU  is  right 
where  Congress,  the  Supreme 
Court  and  the  President  are." 
While  at  AU,  Caty  interned  two 
days  a week  at  the  Montgomery 
County  State  Attorney's  Office, 
where  she  called  victims  and 
witnesses  for  appointments  and 


questioning  and  attended  court 
hearings.  Caty  also  took  a 
research  class  at  American,  in 
which  she  studied  the  Vietnam 
War  and  interviewed  veterans. 
"Every  Saturday,  I visited  the 
Vietnam  Veterans'  Wall.  I 
talked  to  vets  for  hours  and  lis- 
tened to  their  very  personal  sto- 
ries. They  all  had  stories."  Caty 
used  several  of  the  interviews 
for  a 50-page  research  paper. 

"American  U.  has  a beauti- 
ful campus,  and  the  university 
attracts  such  a diverse  student 
body.  It  was  like  living  in  a col- 
lege town  with  a country-home 
setting."  She  believes  all  col- 
lege students  would  benefit 
from  a semester  away.  "The  dif- 
ferent climate  can  be  intimidat- 
ing, but  it  made  me  more  inde- 
pendent. Although  I was  really 
comfortable  at  Pine  Manor,  I 
got  up  and  left."

Caty  considers  herself  to  be 
"morally  strong,  intelligent, 
driven  and  socially  gregarious. 
She  is  a member  of  the  Alpha 
Chi  honor  society  and  has  run 
cross-country  for  three  years. 


She  is  an  intern  in  the 
Cambridge  courthouse's  proba- 
tion department,  where  she 
takes  "face  sheets."  As  Caty 
explains,  "I  record  people's 
information  and  dig  up  their 
backgrounds  to  put  into  their 
record.  From  there,  we  can 
determine  their  social  history. 
Sometimes  I go  to  court  and  lis- 
ten to  a jury  session,  or  I go  to  a 
judge's  lobby.  This  all  gives  me 
a closer  look  at  how  the  legal 
system  works." 

Caty  says  her  high  school 
teachers  and  college  professors 
have  contributed  to  her  success. 
During  her  junior  year  in  high 
school,  Caty's  history  teacher 
was  a major  inspiration  to  her. 
"His  advice  and  teaching,  espe- 
cially his  passion  for  history, 
made  me  want  to  study 
American  history."  Several 
Pine  Manor  faculty  members 
have  done  the 
same  thing.  "Bob 
Tosiello  and 
William  Stargard 
are  great.  They 
are  very  caring 
and  down  to 
earth.  They  get 
involved  with 
students'  lives 
and  education.

One  win  and  14  losses  may  not 
sound  like  much,  but  considering 
where  our  soccer  program  has  been 
the  last  couple  of  years,  fielding  a 
full  team  for  a 15-game  schedule  is 
a major  improvement.

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Ryder  Cup 
Excitement 
at  PMC

Question:  What  do  you  do  when  the  world’s 
fourth  largest  sporting  event  is  showing  up  next 
door  and  40,000  people  are  heading  for  your  town? 

Answer:  You  join  in  and  you  have  fun! 


And  this  is  exactly  what 
Pine  Manor  College  did 
during  the  fourth  week  of 
September  1999,  when  the  presti- 
gious golf  competition  between 
Europe  and  the  US  came  to  The 
Country  Club,  just  next  door 
to  PMC. 

Logistical  planning  began 
months  before  as  representatives 
from  College  departments — 
Student  Life,  Athletics,  Grounds, 
Campus  Safety,  Special  Events  and 
others — met  regularly  with  town 
and  Country  Club  officials  to  plan 
the  intricate  details.  Pine  Manor 
would  provide  an  entryway  for 
transport  and  delivery  vehicles, 
fields  for  parking  and  facilities  for 
receptions.  In  exchange,  the 
College  would  receive  rental  fees, 
tickets  to  auction  to  benefit  the 
Fund  for  Affordable  Education,  edu- 
cational tours  for  students,  volun- 
teer and  paid  employment  opportu- 
nities— as  well  as  practice  rounds 
passes — for  staff  and  students,  pub- 
licity in  a variety  of  venues,  and 
increased  visibility. 

Benefits  tailored  to  Pine 
Manor's  Athletics  Program  were 
also  in  the  package,  including  the 
maintenance  of  the  soccer  field  by 
The  Country  Club  for  two  years. 
The  most  exciting  benefit  begins 
this  spring,  when  TCC  plans  to 
make  its  "Primrose"  course  avail- 
able to  PMC  athletes,  launching 
PMC's  new  golf  program.  As 
Athletics  Director  Bill  Boffi  puts  it, 
"Our  students  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  the  game  on  one  of 
the  country's  best  courses." 


Excitement  Mounts 

On-campus  Ryder  Cup  action 
began  early  in  June,  when  trucks 
and  other  vehicles  began  accessing 
The  Country  Club  via  Pine  Manor 
land.  Vendors  secured  trailers  in 
the  parking  lot  next  to  the  soccer 
field,  and  soon  after  came  the 
materials  and  employees  to  get 
things  ready  (tent  and  bleacher 
installers,  Bell  Atlantic  employees, 
sign  company  workers,  florists  and 
a host  of  others).

frenzy  in  the  metropolitan  Boston 
area  had  hit  an  all-time  high. 

In  Brookline,  at  Pine  Manor  and 
all  around  the  town,  a good  time 
was  had  by  all!  Practice  rounds 
began  at  7 a.m.,  Tuesday, 
September  21,  and  PMC  students 
were  up  bright  and  early  to  deco- 
rate campus  buildings  and  wel- 
come attendees.  NBC,  the  network 
covering  the  Ryder  Cup,  taped  stu- 
dents and  their  handmade  banners 
hung  around  the  Campus  Center

There  was  something  for  everyone 
during  Ryder  Cup  week,  even  hand- 
some green  caps  sporting  the  Ryder 
Cup  emblem  and  the  College's 
name — a gift  from  TCC  member  and 
former  Interim  Vice  President  for 
Finance  and  Administration  Paul 
Goodoff.  Highlights  of  the  fun-filled 
week  included  a Fantasy  Golf  Pool,  a 
PMC  Putting  Tournament  and  ongo- 
ing, big-screen  coverage  in  the 
Campus  Center. 

And  if  you  were 
really  lucky — and 
many  PMCers 
were — you  also 
caught  Tiger 
Woods  practicing 
putts  on  TCC's 
back  nine. 

"The  campus 
was  really  enthusi- 
astic about  the 
event  and  partici- 
pated in  it  with 
incredible  excitement,"  says  Ryder 
Cup  Committee  Chairperson  and 
Director  of  Human  Resources  Amy 
Allen.  "An  average  of  1,500  cars,  shut- 
tle vehicles,  limousines,  trucks  and 
buses  were  on  or  drove  through  our 


campus  each  day,  without  injury  or 
accident,"  reports  Campus  Safety 
Director  Paul  Jones.  "That's  an  awe- 
some accomplishment."
